Matter of Top Grafting. 


The 
Japanese 
government 
does 
things handsomely, says the Leaven­ 


worth Times, as shown by the handing 
of a check for $10,000 to the governor 
of New’ Hampshire, by Baron Komura, 
with the request that it be used for 
charitable purposes in that state and 
with the explanation that it w^as in­ 
tended as a recognition of the courte­ 
sies extended by the state officials to 
the Japanese envoyt 
The envoys 
had, moreover, previously been most 
liberal in the gratuities they bestow­ 
ed on the employes of the hotel where 
they stopped and with all others who 
served them in any capacity during 
their stay at Portsmouth. 
The offi­ 
cials of New' Hampshire and the citi­ 
zens of Portsmouth did all they could 
to make the sojourn of the envoys in 
their state pleasant, and the Japanese 
government has show’n full apprecia­ 
tion of their courtesies. 


Top grafting has been found an 
economical method of utilizing sur­ 
plus nursery stock, which sometimes 
accumulates in such quantity as to 
be bought very cheap. 
Select three 
to six of the strongest and best ar­ 
ranged limbs and prune back to stubs 
two 
or 
three 
inches. 
All 
other 
branches are removed, grafts w'ound 
with waxed cord and painted over 
with liquid graftimr 
w'ax, covering 
with it all cut surfaces. 
The roots 
are pruned back to 
three or four 
inches just before the grafting is done, 
and trees set oui as soon as grafted. 
This method is especially in favor 
where the desired varieties cannot be 
I obtained or are w'cak growers with 
tender trunks.

married her—and 
there is strong testimony to show she 
W'as nor—then the fact that he is in 
the saloon business tends to show' 
that he is responsible for her fall, 
and there is strong testimony to show 
that he is.

TALKS IN SIGNS. 


The Language That Is Used By the 
Crow Indians. 


When Mme. 
Paille, 
the accom­ 
plished deafmute who has done so 
much in France for those afflicted like 
herself, visited 
this 
country three 
weeks ago and went to visit relatives 
in southern California she journeyed 
a little out of her way and spent a 
week in investigating the sign lan­ 
guage of the Crow Indians. 
To a New York friend she wrote 
that she was amazed at the facility 
with which she 
could convey her 
thoughts to a people as ignorant of 
her mother tongue as she was of 
theirs. ‘Tn less than an hour,” wrote 
Mme. Paille, ”1 was able to explain, 
by the use of my hands, where I came 
from, where I was going and the gen­ 


eral object of my visit. 
I found that 


while I could not make myself under­ 
stood by spelling out words in the 
deaf and dumb alphabet in French— 
for my knowledge of English is limited 
—I readily made my thoughts known 
in the sign language, which was a fur­ 
ther proof to me of its universality. 
“The sign for rain, for sun, for 
storms, for flow'ers and all the visi­ 
ble things in nature w^ere just the 
same with the Indians as with the 
deaf mutes who used the language of 
signs in Egypt and in my own coun­ 
try. 
It was really 
wonderful. 
My 
communication was actually compre­ 
hended more quickly than the spoken 
language of a person unfamiliar w'ith 
signs.”—New York Press.

Maine 
hogs. 
Androscoggin 
county 
has eiioutih peat to supply all Maine 
with fuel for a generation. 
Yet we 
fail to encourage intelligent efforts 
to develop our own resources in fuel. 
A number of experiments, which will 
he of interest to many Maine men, 
have reet ntly been made by the Bos­ 
ton and Maine railroad in the use of 
peat fuel. 
So far 
the 
tests have 
given entire satisfaction and now the 
com I »any is preparing to give the new 
locomotive fuel a more extended trial 
than any hf^etofore undertaken. 
The company 
had its 
attention 
called to the value of peat as a steam­ 
ing ag( iiey some wef ks ago, and upon 
representation that it was equal to 
hiliiminoiis coal was induced to test 
its qualities. 
These were eminently 
satisfying and a car load of the mate­ 
rial has been delivered for further 
experiment. 
The source of supply is 
in the town of Lewington, Mass. , and 
it is said that 
this 
single deposit 
would furnish enough fuel for all the 
railroads entering Boston for a period 
of 250 years. 
The treaiment consists in cutting 
out the peat in large cubes and then 
subjecting them to heavy pressure, 
which excludes all the moisture and 
makes the mass as compact as an­ 
thracite. 
In the pressing the cakes 
take on an elliptical shape, with an 
inch hole running through them, which 
admits of free burning. 
In reporting 
on the first experiments the officials 
of the road say that they found that 
this fuel made an exceptionally hot 
fire, was free from smoke, and that 
it could he purchased for less than 
coal. From an economical standpoint, 
how'ever, the coal showed to better 
advantage owing to slow’ consumption, 
but the tw'o advantages named for 
the peat fully offset that in favor of 
coal. 
The further tests w'hich the com­ 
pany propose making will be w’atched 
with interest, as a solution of the 
present smoke nuisance may be found 
In the general use for steaming pur­ 
poses of the 
peat 
fuel.—I^wiston 
(Me.) Journal.
